Cirl Friend Feigns Fainting 
Spells While About To Board 
Plane For East; Keller Flees 


James Nevin Keller, 31, Gettysburg R. 3, charged by the 
FHI with the holdup robbery of the Arendtsville National 
Hank last November 7 and wanted in Chambersburg for 
breaking jail and fraud, escaped Thursday night at the 
C hicago airport from the custody of three ll. S. marshals 
as they were about to hoard a plane for the east. 
Keller made his escape during the confusion surrounding 
two faked fainting spells by Doris Jane Henderson, formerly 
of Biglerville, who is charged with him in the Arendtsville 
hank holdup. 
Arrested In Tucson, Ariz. 
Chicago police joined federal officials in a search for 
Keller while Miss Henderson and Mrs. Oliver Metcalfe, U. 
S. marshal and wife of one of the U. S. marshals in charge 
of the pair boarded the plane. 
The escape was made at Midway airport at Chicago while 
Keller and Miss Henderson were enroute east from Tucson, 
Ariz., where the FBI arrested them May 9 on a charge of 
taking a stolen car across state lines. 
A few days later, the pair, who had been living at a 
Tucson motor lodge as Mr. and Mrs. Harold Johnson, were 
charged by the FBI with the Arendtsville bank holdup in 
which $25,782 was taken at gunpoint in a noontime robbery 
by a man and a >oung woman who fled in an automobile. 
| 
At Chicago the couple was in the 
custody of Marshal Metcalfe, his 
wife, and Deputy Marshal Frank 
Foley. 


In Colorado Prison 
The five persons were about to 
board 
an eastbound plane when 
Miss Henderson fell to the ground. 
Foley and Mrs. Metcalfe quickly 
revived her but she again collapsed 
and officials said she pretended to 
faint. 
In the confusion Keller fled. 
While Mrs. Metcalfe and Miss 
Henderson got on the plane. Met­ 
calfe and Foley enlisted the aid 
of police and other federal officers 
to hunt for Keller. 
Keller, who had served three years 
in a Colorado prison previously for 
auto theft, and Miss Henderson are' 
charged with stealing a Buick Road- 
master 
sedan 
from 
the 
Warren 
Chevrolet company here last No­ 
vember I. The car w’as abandoned 
in Frederick County, Va 
Keller and MS** Henderson did 
not resist arrest in Tucson although 
a sawed off Savage rifle was found 
in 
their 
possession. 
They 
were 
lodged in the Pima County jail at 
Tucson and were arraigned before 
a U. S. Commissioner at Tucson. 
Had $1,169.10 
When reported there they had 
$1,690 IO in their possession. 
Keller 
is 
wanted 
in 
Franklin 
County for breaking jail there last 
October 25 where he was awaiting 
trial on a fraud charge. The bank 
robbery occurred less than a week 
after the Warren car was stoler and 
ll days after the escape at Cham­ 
bersburg. 
Miss Henderson had worked as a 
telephone 
operator 
at 
Biglerville 
and kept up payments to the Bigler­ 
ville National Bank on money she 
had borrowed there to purchase a 
car. The car was later found in’ a 
parking lot in Tennessee. 
This morning Arnold E. Omer, 
Arendtsville bank cashier, came to 
Gettysburg to “arrange for pollee 
protection for the bank because the 
girls wouldn’t want to work without 
protection.”

AMONG ARABS

BEIRUT, Lebanon '/P — Oamal 
Abdel 
Nasser 
of 
Egypt, 
whose 
pan-Arab nationalism sounded like 
a bugle call throughout the Mid* 
die East only a few months ago, 
is becoming increasingly isolated 
from other Arab leaders. 
But he undoubtedly remains a 
tallying point for the m asses of 
Arab nationalists — even here in 
Westward-looking Lebanon. 
Even Kings Saud of Arabia and 
Hu&sein of Jordan — who have 
grown 
to 
fear 
Nasser’s 
preten­ 
sions to leadership of the Arab 
world and his playing of the So­ 
viet gam e against the West — 
echoed his doctrine of “positive 
neutrality" 
hostility 
to 
“foreign 
pacts” and Arab unity against Is­ 
rael in a joint communique signed 
last night in Amman, where Saud 
is nearing the end of an official 
visit. They do not, as yet, dare 
to attack him directly. 
Prestige Sinking 
Though 
Nasser’s 
hold 
on 
the 
m asses remains strong, his pres­ 
tige with other Arab governments 
is sinking. 
One by one his friends or nerv­ 
ous aile* have slipped 
away or 
turned angrily against him. Now 
only Syria remains an important 
partner in this world m i d d l e 
ground where East and West vie 
for influence. 
Nasser’s 
g r o w i n g 
Isolation 
showed in bold relief this week. 
Jordan threw out his military 
attache, accusing him of brewing 
a plot to assassinate members of 
the Jordan royal house and gov­ 
ernment. The action cam e while 
Saud was visiting Hussein. 
(’all Ambassador Home 
Jordan also announced she had 
called her ambassador home trout 
Egypt; 
Egypt said he had been 
expelled. 
A high source in Am­ 
man said Jordan was considering 
breaking relations with Egypt. 
Jordan’s action followed an in­ 
creasingly familiar pattern. In the 
past year Egyptian military at­ 
taches or em issaries have 
been 
expelled from Iraq, Libya, Leb­ 
anon and Saudi Arabia 


The rift with Jordan has crum­ 
bled one of Nasser’s proudest proj­ 
ects. the Jonlt Arab military com­ 
mand. H iis once included Egypt. 
Syria, Jordan, Saudi Arabia and 
Yemen.

In Lebanon, whose government 
was the first to endorse the Ei­

back in the first round of parlia­ 
mentary elections last Sunday. 
But Nasser remains the idol of 
the Arab m asses, the Arab who 
“defeated” the West by nationaliz­ 
ing the Suer, Canal and turning

the 
British-French-and-Is- 
raell Invasion of Egypt. 
HLS appeal to the m asses can­ 
not be denied.

The economy-conscious commit­ 
tee in announcing its approval re­ 
fused to increase the nine million 
dollar appropriation proposed in 
President Eisenhower’* budget for 
the channel-deepening project dur­ 
ing the fiscal year beginning July 
I. 
But It directed the U S. Army 
Corps of 
Engineers 
to proceed 
with burrowing the bottom to 40 
feet, 
thus lifting restrictions on 
the project set by the Bureau of 
tbs Budget. 
Civic Vie tory 
Although the project must meet 
wuth approval of the full House 
and ■•Hat#, the committee action 
marks an initial victory for Dela­ 
ware River Valley civic and busi­ 
ness interests favoring the greater 
depth. 
The committee In its list of ap­ 
provals of vast public works proj­ 
ect# also okayed a *355.000 sum 
to carry on a survey of Delaware 
River water resources. 
On this, the committee had been 
urged to allocate some $800,000 to 
maintain the pace set originally 
in undertaking 
the survey. The 
smaller sum. it was contended, 
will mean a delay in completing 
th# project. 
Authorized Earlier 
Th# 40-foot channel deepening 
was authorized 
by Congress 
in 
1954. However, the Budget Bureau 
set up an interim 35-foot deepen­ 
ing project with the intention of 
having U.S. Steel, operating its 
huge Fairless works just above 
Philadelphia, pay half the remain­ 
ing cost of the full 40-foot deepen­ 
ing job. 
Proponents of the 40-foot depth 
swarmed in on both House and 


Senate appropriations subcommit­ 
tees at recent hearings to urge 
carrying out the original intent of 
the authorization—that is. a 40 
foot channel and at government 
expense. 
Sens. Martin <R-Pa> and Clark

SHOWDOWN IS 
COMING TODAY
